Ilolmes at Yale, There are over 150 fully 
enrolled Oatecbamens at Vale. Ilia Lord* 
ship daring hia short stay there addressed 
the congregations ; assembled from villages 
between Spuzzam and Ohuynish, which 
filled tho little Church to eull jcation. On 
one cccasioD an Indian interpreter fainted 
from ibe heat and closuness. 

On approaching Lyttou a party of CO 
horsemen, conBisting of chiefs afsociated 
with the Lytton Mission and ihe principal 
men of their tribes, mat the Bishop's carriage, 
and after exchange of conrteaies Boconi- 
panied him to Lytton. There a procesaloo 
of 700 Indians aaaembled from all 
the villages fifty miles roaod and waited to 
exchange greetings. Soma most inter- 
esting aorvioea were held at Lytloti, aa- 
pecially one for the pablio reception as a 
CateoDumen of a once notorious Borcerei and 
"Medicine Man" named Pasco. These 
services were moslly in liia open oir, the 
.Mission dchool being too small lo accommo- 
date hall the crowd of eager listeners, The 
two chiefs, Saasiatun and Spiutlum, nro 
warmly allached to tho mission. In all, 10 
chiefs, are intimately cor.iieoled with tho 
Lytton Mission, and six with thiit at Yale. 
The aamber of Ca'.echameas aaaooialed with 
Mr Qood'a mission it 580. 

Ou bis retaro His Lordship inapocted tbo 
Christ Ohnroh mission farm at Hope. Tbir> 
ty-sereo qaarteroacre allotmenta have been 
made to as many of the more iodastriona 
raoiiliea attached to the Yale Miaaion. Nearly
